‘PROPELLER SHAFT... 
NO LIVES LOST. 


Information renched Hong Kong 
at & p.m., yesterday of the founder-|. 
ing of the s,s. “Lee On” owned by 
‘the Hop On Steamship . Company, 
of No..49, Des Voeux-road West. 

The disaster, occurred whilst the 
vessel was on a Voyage from Wu- 
ghek to Canton on Tuesday, and 
the location of the sunken vessel 
is given as longitude 213.09 Bast 
and ‘latitude 22.19 South. 

According to particulars avall- 
able in Hong Kong,.no ‘lives. were. 
lost, but a fairly large cargo of salt 
went down with the ship. 

On’ board the ship at the time 
were a crew of 47 and 88 coolies 
who were in charge of the cargo of 
salt and travelled on the ship. 
These all put off from the doomed

“regard to motoring ‘as well” ns 
suman ills; and it would no doubt 

be possible to go through one's 
without ever. 
needing 40 know how to check and 
control a skid. This,. however, 
vould necesaitate « such unusually 
good luck, as well as good judgment 
_ nnd careful driving, that the state 
af complete skid-freeness fs rather 
an {deal for which’ to strive | than 
one which we have any real hope 
. of-attaining.  - ‘ 

Luck enters into: the matter in 
this way. ‘No matter how slowly 
and careful we may drive ourselves, 
at almost fny moment on any run, 
some legs careful person may thrust 
us into a situation “where {t is 
necessfiry to apply the. brakes or 
steer in such a way that a skid fs 
courted. It Is obviously desirable, 
and even casential, therefore, that 
«the gentle art of skidding, its causes 
and control, should be assimilated 
by. the novice in the earliest pos- 
sible days of novitiate. 

: Master by Practice. 

And, just as with learning to re- 
verse neatly and efficiently, so ekid- 

ding can be mastered only by 
practice. 1 would. say to every 
novice: Do not Jet your first skid 
‘be accidental.. ‘You do not know 
jrow your mind and muscles will 
react to a skid until you have 
skidded, and ‘it -{s better that you 
‘should choos the location rather 
than have it forced upon you. 

Usually safety .in the event of a

First, if the brakes are out of 
adjustmest, and pull ‘more’ to one 
aide than.the other, they may cause 
“a skid even moro readily than the 
‘old back wheel braking. Second, 
while perfectly adjusted brakes will 
prevent the car’s tail from wagging 
and side atipping, if they are applied 
ona very slippery surface 80 that 
the wheels become locked, the car 
will continue to skate forwards.

Help the Wheels Round, : 


But to bring back the wandering 
centre line of the car to coincide 
with the line of force, it is neces- 
sary to turn the: steering wheel in 
the direction of the skid. If the 
rear of the car hae thrown out. to 
the right, steer to the right, the 
tendency being thus to keep the 
nose forward. A few moment's 
thought will make this point more 
clear. than mere words can do;

The report .on: fadustrial’ and 
labour conditions in Soviet Rus- 
sia, recently issued by the Soviet’ 
authorities, and now’ in part re- 
published by the International 

Labour Office.: at Geneva, ‘is a 

striking and even entertaining: 
self-Confession, ia failure. 

‘~The report is: based: on the. 
joint deliberations of the Soviet 
Supreme ,. Economic , Council, 
which is. responsible for the. 
management of State industry in 


Russia, and the Trade -Union’ 


Council of the Union < of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

State industry .in Russia swal- 
lows: enormous sums out of the 
Treasury every: year; in fact, 
about’ one-quarter .of the entire 
pudiet of the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Kubyhev, President of the’ 
Economic ‘Council, 
frankly confesses that industrial 
undertakings frequently . draw 
their. plans with ..estim- 
ates of . their own . avail- 
able ° resources deliberately 
insufficient . with a view.. to ob- 
taining money from the. Treasury.
